Just at this moment M. Carnot was waving 
his right hand and saluting with his hat in his 
left hand in response to the greeting that was 
being given him by the crowd.

Instantly cries of Le President est assas- 
ein,.“ Mort à la assassin,” were heard on 
every side and the crowd in the vicinity of the 
carriage swelled to enormous proportions, 
every member of it seemingly intent upon 
killing the assassin, He was grasped bya 
dozen hands and his life woyld have then and 
there paid the forfeit of his crime had it not 
been for several sergeants de villegwho seized 
him and attempted to draw him aWay from 
his captors.

The President Taken to the Prefecture. 


Immediately after the attempt at assassina- 
tion was made the President’s carriage was 
hurried toward the prefecture, physicians be- 
ing summoned to attend him on his arrival. 
When the police party with Santo reached the 
Place dea Cordialers they were obliged to stop 
while the landau in which were Gen. Borius, 
the Prefect, the Mayor, and the wounded 
President, escorted by a detachment of 
mounted. guards on a gailop, was driven 
rapifily past them en route to the prefec- 
ture, A second carriage conveying the 
officers of the President’s military household 
folléwed close behind. A correspondent en- 
tered a third carriage in-which were M. Bor- 
deau, ex-Ministe: of Finance, and Senator 
Nillaud. On arrival at the prefecture Gen. 
Borius, the Prefect, and the Mayor alighted. 
President Carnot lay motionless and uncon- 
scious upon the cushions of the carriage. 
His eyes were closed. His waistcoat was un- 
buttoned and his shirt, on which the bright 
red cordon of the Legion of Honor was con- 
spicuous, was covered on the left side, just 
over the heart, by a large bloodstain, which 
extended to the hip. It was impossible to 
tell from his appearance whether he was dead 
or alive, 

The crowd surged about in the vicinity of 
the carriage, but the mounted guards and the 
foot police held them in check some distance 
from the landauin which the President was 
lying. Many were the expressions of pity for 
the President and anger at his assassin. 

Gen. Borius, the Prefect and Mayor, assisted 
by a number of attendants, lifted M. Carnot 
from the carriage and with difficulty carried 
him as tenderly as possible to a room on the 
first floor of the prefecture and laid him ona 
bed, Dr. Gailleton, who is Mayor of Lyons, 
first made an examination. 

The Wound Is First Probed. 


After carefully examining the President’s 
wound all the physicians in attendance agreed 
that an operation was necessary, they having 
first decided the wound was a necessarily 
fatal one, and Dr. Ollier immediately probed 
the wound.

He Curtaile an Evening Ride in Conse- 
quence, but Refrains trom Comment- 
ing on the Dark Deed=Secretary 
Gresham Not in Receipt of | Dispatches 
from Minister EustiseVice-President 
Stevenson Deplores the Assassination 
and Lamont Extols the Victim. 

Wasmineton, D. C., June 24. [Special. 

President Cleveland and Mr. Thurber were 

on the point of leaving the White House this 

evening for a drive when the sad news of; 

France's bereavement wis conyeyed to them. 

It was nearly dark and just after dinner when 

the two gentiemen came out of the White: 

House porch on the north, where a group of 

newspaper reporters had gathered., Mr. 

Thurber evidently suspected thut something 

was in the air, for he advanced towards the 

group and asked what had brought them 
to the White House at ‘such an 
hour. When he learned the ill tidings 
he did not at once commuanicate them to the 


President of the United States, but entered 


the victoria with him, and both were driven 
out towards the Soldiers’ Home, On the way 
Mr. Thurber related to his chief what he had 
beard and the ride Was cut as short as possi- 
ble, the President being back in the White 
House by Y o’clock, In reply to a query ad- 
dressed to him by the correspondent of THe 
Trrpune the President stated he had received 
no official news regarding the assassination 
of President Carnot, and consequently could 
not express any ‘opinion at the time upon the 
shocking occurrence, ö 
Minister Eustis’ Strange Silence. 
Over at Arlington there were numerous 
inquiries for Secretary Gresham, who had 
just returned from Chicago, when the news 
was conveyed to him. It seems singular, 
to say the least of it, said the Secretary of 
State, that I have not heard anything about 
this matter from Minister Eustis at Paris. 
However, in the excitement naturally attend. 
ant upon such an event this notification might 
have been oveflooked by the American Min. 
ister. I heard of the assassination through 
one of our ubiquitous reporters early this aft- 
ernoon, but so far nothing of an official 
nature has been received by me either at the 
department or my hotel. Should this infor 
maton come to Washington from Minister 
Eustis during tonight it will be in order for 
the President and Secretary of State to pre- 
pare a communication for transmission to the 
French Government. It is not likely, how- 


) ever, that a special Cabinet meeting will be 


held to take gognizance of the assassination 
of the President of the French Republic.”’

Vice-President Stevenson was seen at the

Secretary Lamont was just returning from 
a drive with his wife this evening when in- 
formed by Tue Tux correspondent of the 
news: from Paris, Mohr’ a few days ago,“ 
remarked the Secretary of War, I was talk- 
ing with Senator Morgan about President 
Carnot, who, it appeared, had made a very 
favorable impression upon the Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Foteign Re- 
lations.

He Says in View of Recent Anarchist 
Crimes in Paris the Attempt on the 
President's Life Was Almost to Be Ex- 
pected=Frenchmen in Chicago Express 
Profound Sorrow at the Death of Prést- 
dent Carnet—Local Auarchists Deny 
That It Is the Result of a Plat. 

Edward Bruwaert, the French Consul in 

Chicago, was. greatly shocked to hear that 

President Carnot had been assassinated, but 

said such a thing, in view of the recent An- 

archist crimes in Paris, was to be expected. 

Whether the assassin acted upon his own 
volition or was thé appointed agent of some 
anarchistic organization that had conspired 
to kill the President will have much to do with 
shaping the effect upon public feeling. No 
doubt a conspiracy had been formed to 
avenge the execution of Vaillant, who in his 
speech on the scaffold the other day posed 
asa martyr, If such proves to be the case 
in my opinion it will be found that 
the murderer belongs to a desperate band of 

Reds, who stay so close to the line that when 

the police get after them they can quickly get 

into Switzerland. They have their hiding- 
places over there. 


Fault of Government Lenlienocy. 

The trouble is our government in its exten- 
sion of freedom of speech and leniency to- 
warda this class of criminals, for that is what 
they are, has permitted them to go too far. 
Every one of them who attempts to take 
life ia any way ought to be either beheaded or 
strung up at once. Out of a population 
of 40,000,000 people there are not to exceed 
300 of the rabid Anarchists in the whole of 
France. Most of them live in Paris and they 
are petty thieves, When one of their number 


gets arrested and thrown into jailall the others | 


conspire to avenge his imprisonment by kill 
ing some jail official. It will probably he 
found when the facts are discovered that the 
assault upon President Carnot was com initted 
by order of an anarchistic club organized to 
avenge the conviction and execution of the 
three bomb-throwers removed recently. 

“The effect of President Carnot's death 
will, in my opinion, tend to show the strength 
of our government institutions. It will give 
the world an illustration of the workings of 
our system, The Senate and House of Depu- 
ties will meetin joint congress at Versailles 
and elect his successor. During the interim be- 
tween the time of the President’sdeath and the 
election of a new President M. Dupuy. Prime 
Minister, will be at the head of the govern- 
ment. Under the provisions of our C onstitn- 
tion the Congress must. meet at Versailles to 
elect a President. Versailles is six hours by 
rail from Paris. Upon the death or resigna- 
tion of the President Congress must convene 
in special session as quickly as ible to 
elect his successor. As the two Houses are 
now in regular session at Paris no doubt they 
will go to Versailles by at the farthest 
Wednesday.“ 


, As to Carnot’s Successor. 


Looking at the situation from this dis- 
tahee I can only see two men who may be 
considereil available candidates, provided. of 


+ course, a vivilian is to be the successor. These 


two men are Casimir-Perier, Speaker of the 
House of Deputies, and Prime Minister Du- 
puy. I should say that M. Perier is consid- 
erably the stronger of the two, The candi- 
date selected will surely be a maa of 
strong opposition to the Anarchists, and 
only a month ago when he resigned 
the office of Prime Minister Perier 
fully demonstrated his position. A number 
of anarchistic employés of the State railroad 
expressed a wish to attend an Anarchist meet- 
ing and the Prime Minister, M. Perier, told 
them that if ‘they did he would discharge 
‘them. The House opposed his action by in- 
forming him that he had no right to prevent 
the men from attending any meeting they 
wanted to. This caused M. Perier 
to hand in bis rerignation at once, 
It was accepted, but upon second thought the 
Deputies concluded they had taken the wrong 
course and the next day they elected him 
Speaker of the House. 

In case President Carnot’s assassination 


should inflame the minds of the people to 


the point of revolution, then they would de- 
mand the election of a military President. and 
Gen. Saussier, Governor of Parisand com- 
mander of the French troops, would be the man. 
He is a Republican and a strongly pronounced 
enemy of the Anarchists. His grandfather 
fought the Revolutionists and his father the 
Communists. The pressure, however, will 
have to be great to induce Congress to elect a 
military President, 


Fears No Trouble with Italy. 


“T cannot see that the death of Carnot will 
cause any international disturbances between 
France and Italy. Carnot has made a good 
President. His successor will not be elected 
simply to fill out the unexpired term, but for 
the full term of seven years.“

Sadi Carnot wad one 
of the ablest men in France., While 


being nominally distinguished in a political 
sense as a Republican, yet he was above ‘ail 
things a Frenchman.

Democrats Have Yet to Select 


Candidates. 


Kansas 


Topexa, Kas., June 15.—[Special Corre- 


spondence. ] — The Democratic is the only one 
of the four parties that will have State tickets 
in the field in Kansas this year that has not 
yet held its convention. Although the Dem- 
ocrats are in the minority and will under no 
circumstances poll to exceed one-tenth of the 
total vote of the State, on the course of the 
Democratic convention, which will meet in 
Topeka July 3, a great den will depend. It 
was the action of the Democrats in indorsing 
the People’s party State ticket in 1892 that 


made Populist victory at that time possible, 


and while the identity of the Demgeratic or- 
ganization was to a great extent mefged with 
that of the Populists by that campaign there 
etill remains a large body of Democrats who 
are insisting that an effort be made to reju- 
venate the party and reconstruct it on party 
lines. Should a straight Democratic ticket 
be nominated and be composed of aggressive 
men who will make a thorough campaign 
many of the wanderers who have found a 
refuge in the Populist fold will be reclaimed 


and the party will again take .its place as one 


of the three great parties in the State. 
It is now a pretty well established fact that 
a Democratic ticket will be placed in nomi- 
nation, and that under no circumstances will 
more than one of the People’s party candi- 
dates be given a place upon it. It only re- 
mains to be seen whether the Democratic 
nominees will be men who will command the 
respect and support of that party or whether 
they will be men who will simply act as figure- 
heads to satisfy that class of Democrats who 
as between Populists and Republicans would 
choose the latter, While the fusionists will go 
quietly to the polls and cast their ballots for 
the Populist candidates. Should this kind of 
a ticket be nominated it will attract few Dem- 
ocrats fromthe new party it is doubtful 
whether it would prove a benefit or a detri- 
ment to the Republicans. The People’s party 
in adopting a woman suffrage plank in ite 
platform did much to disgust Democrats 
who have always been friendly to it, and 
many Democrats have undoubtedly been 
alienated because of it. The disappointment 
of the Democrats because of the stand taken 
on womian suffrage was, however, in a meas- 
ure pacified by the nomination by the Popu- 
lists of a popular Democrat for Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court. George W. 
Clark is his name and he is now holding the 
position of Assistant Attorney-General. 


Clark May Have Two Nominations. 


Clark was first brought into prominence by 
John N. Ives, who was elected Attorney-Gen- 
eral in the campaign of 1890 by a combina- 
tion of the Populists and Democrats. he bei 
the only man who was given a place on bot 
tickets. Ives appointed Clark as his assist- 
ant, but when the next Populist Attorney- 
General took possession of the office he re- 
tained Clark — as a clerk, giving a 
„ middle of the road”. Populist the position 
Clark had held under the Ves administration. 
The new assistant was a failure, and when it 
became necessary to dismiss him Clark was re. 
instated. He is a young man, a hard student, 
and has wisely kept out of all factional rows 
in hoth the Democratic and People’s parties. 
He has been prominent as a Mason, and at 
the last meeting of the Grand Lodge was 
elacted Grand Master for Kansas. e will 
undoubtedly receive the Democratic nomina- 
‘tion and be given the united support of both 
parties. It is not probable, however, that his 
nomination will be sufficient to carry with it 


other Populist nominees, although the efforts 
of Senator John Martin, who, by placing his 
vote in the United States Senate at the dis- 
posal of President Cleveland, has been per- 
mitted to name nearly all of the Postmasters

influence has been materially lessened with

Not Checked Its Growth—Dr. Thomas 
Says Good-by to His Congregation for 
Two Months, 

Dr. J. H. Barrows does not think republic- 
an institutions a failure and has not lost con- 
fidence in the capacity of the American Nation 
to remedy all wrongs and rise superior to all 
emergencies in the future as in the past. In 
his sermon at the First Presbyterian Church 
yesterday moruimg he sounded a note of en- 
couragement to the despondent who seem to 
think the country has never passed triumph- 
antly through any worse crisis than the pres- 
ent one, His text was from Isaiah xviii. 
* But now thus saith the Lord that created 
thee, O Jacob, and he that formed thee, O 
Israel! Fear not, for I have redeemed thee; 
I have called thee by thy name; thou art 
mine.“ He said in substance: 

In other years we have not been lack in 
boastful faith. in triotiè pride and ho - 
ness, These feelings have been somewhat so 
of late, and with good reason. We are in dark 
and perilous times. But brave men and true 
patriots should nerve themselves with courage. 

Why are you cast down today? Is it because 
bee ave forgotten how mighty God’s hand has 

been in the past. or is it because you see how 
strong isthe hand of violence, dishonesty, mis- 
rule, and lawlessness in the present? Our na- 
tional advance has not been steady, peaceful, and 
peryterced during all the times of our history, 
ink of thé discords, the political weakness, the 
sectional jealousies which were such a burden on 
the eart Washington from the 
close of the revolution to the adoption 
of the National Constitution. Every great tri- 
umph has its reaction; there is always a disap- 
poiatment to me hopes of patriots and reformers 
who have to deal with that uncertain and partly 
vicious quantity, human nature. A few years 
ago our ‘republic reached a height not only of 
material prosperity but of command infiu- 
ence in the world unparalleled in our history. 
From that height we have fallen. To change the 
ure, the current of our prosperity has n 
checked. There is at present a backward eddy 
in the river, and we who are in that eddy may 
have mistaken judgments as to the direction 
which on the whole our national life is taking. 


All Condemn Misrule, 
There has never been a time when there 


was such prevailing condemnation, such 
sharp criticism of our §§ institutions as 
ey are man in o generat and 
ocal governments. The young men 


and women in our colleges are informed that 
America is in great pret and the pulpit east. and 
west and north and south has deciared that a 
crisis is upon us. A war of classes is raging; the 
strife of capital has become sharp and at times 
bloody collisions o¢cur, so that in half a dozen 
States the militia has been calied out to protect 
life and property. Some people are greatly 
troubled becguse they cannot place the whole 
blame on one class or the other. I should be 
sorry to believe that the blame adheres wholly to 
either side. There has been a great-lack of wis- 
dom onthe part of labor and there is a great 
want of brotherhood and kindliness and fairness 
on the part of capital. But what gives me hope 
for the future isthe grow perception by peo- 
ple of good sense and good hearts that the inter- 
ests as well as the duties of labor and capital are 
mutual. 

J would not for the world dull your perception 
of those national perils, which we all know are 
upon us; but I would have you to see that if our 
free republican institutions are to bea failure 
it will be simply because the people fail to do a 


evitable in the doom which some ple think is 
impending, and you will see this if I enumerate our 
chief national dangers. They are municipal cor- 
ruption, the saloon wer, and the evils which 
come from the greed of money. Who will say that 
municipal corruption has so deadly a grip on our 
cities that it cannot be unclasped and removed? 
Take the saloon power and all its accompanying 
evils. Do the mass of our people really believe 
that the liquor interest and the liquor domina- 
tion are invincible? Take the greed of 
money. This is the most universal, 
destructive, and damning sin on earth today. Is 
the gospel of Jesus Christ unable to cnrb it? Has 
it nat already done so in millions of souls who 
live honestly, deel justly, and give generously? 


Republic Has Withstood Perlis, 


I know that these three great perils are inter- 
woven and that greed is largely at the bottom of 
both these other evils. 1 know t our national 
spoils system is one of the fruitsof their unre- 
strained growth. Weknow that all vices and 
crimes, ‘all infamies and perils, are represented 
by one political society in New York. But Tam- 
many has suffered defeat at least once it its his- 
tory and it is evidently badly frightened today. 
If the boldness, the persistency, and unselfish- 
ness of one brave preacher of righteousness can 
make the floree political tiger cower and trembie 
in his own lair, a combination of good and true 
men and women should be able to cage and de- 
1 0 any political tiger. 

What makes you think that our institutions 
are doomed to failure? One would imagine the 
republic had never been tried by any storms; 
that the oak of liberty was subjected ~ow for the 
first time to the strength of the tempest. Do 
you agree with Carlyle that America has never 
yet done a greatly noble thing? Did it not dis- 
appoint the prophecies of its foes by crushing 
the most gigantic insurrection that ever threat- 
ened any national life? It is only thirty-three 
years since the cannon shot was fi at Fort 
Sumter, and a noble Lord in the British Parlia- 
ment declared that the great American 
bubble had burst. But the national life 
roused itself when the danger was most 
imminent. The blood of the Puritan and 
the blood of the Celt and the blood of the Ger- 
man all seemed pure American, and there flamed 
before the vision of the aroused North a figure of 
liberty and nationality so beautiful that it led 
1,000,060 men into the forests of death, into the 
fields where the shot fell like hail, and Lord 
John Russell’s bubble, that did not burst after 
four years of strife, shone resplendent, 


Speaks of Assassinations. 


To a thoughtful and well-balanced mind, to an 
unprejudiced inteilect like that of Prof. James 
Bryce, there is something noble and promisi 
for the future in the working of our Nationa 
Constitution in times of peril. Our gov- 
@rnment has continued without a jar 
after the assassination of two Presidents, 
events’ which would have shaken many 
a European throne. We have encountered such 
perils as ‘rebellion, slavery, and inflated cur- 
rency, a disputed Presidential election, and have 
not gone down intoruin. It is hard to be patient 
with the timidity and vessimiem which some- 
times paralyze good people today as they think of 
the strikes and riots which have made the last 
few months hideous, and of the national and city 
shames which after ail only appear to me like 
diseases which the vigorous republic will surely 
survive. Our liberty is not a mushroom of the 
night, a Jonah’s gourd to be withered in the sun 
but a many centuried oak, the lon developed 
product of a people that has learned to combine 
order with progress, stability with freedom. It 
has been a continuous evolution through all the 
riods of English and American history to this 

our. The meu who talk of violence secure no 
following except from alien un-American popula- 
tions, which ought never have been adusitted into 
our republic, and the like of which must ba 
stopped hereafter at our national ports.

ROYAL ARCANUM ANNIVERSARY. 


Special Service at St. James’ Episcopal

SPEAKS OF THE POPE’s ENCYCLICAL, 


Dr. Frank M, Bristol on the Invitation to 
Protestantism to Return to KRomanism. 

„The Pope’s Invitation and Christ's Ques- 
tion was the subject of the sermon preached 
last evening by the Rev. Frank M, Bristol, 
pastor of the First Methodist Church, Evans- 
ton. The Rev. Bristol said in substance: 

There is a tendency in our day toward simplici- 
ty of worship, toward f om of conscience, and 
individuality of judgment and convictions. Re- 
ligion has come to be more and more of an expe- 
rience, a personal consciousness of God's love 
and nearness. The form is giving place to ‘the 
power, the ceremony to the character, and the 
symbol to the spirit, 

It sounds very strangely therefore for the Pope 
in his last encyclical to exhort Protestantism to 
come back to Romatism. Better let Romanism 
come forward to Protestantism. That encyclical 
sounds like the voice of the middle ages invit- 
ing the nineteenth century to return to the four- 
teenth century. It is calling on the sun to stand 
still. or rather to sink back into darkness and 
night. It is in . harmony with this dark - 
aged spirit for Romanism, throu its Pope to 
discourage the common school system which 
Protestantism bas created and which in this Na- 
tion has secured the democracy of intelligence 
and the intelligence of democracy. The 
Christianity of the world must never 
sink back into an empty ceremonialism, 
a spiritiess ritualism, and the abases of a corrupt 
and tyranical ecclesiasticism from which the 
reformation rescued it. Nor must the church of 
Christ demand more of men than the love for 
Christ which begets righteousness and love for 
man. When it puts a formula, a definition, a 
mere philosophical or theological system before 
the simple love for God and man as represented 
in the God-man Jesus Christ, the chufch becomes 
anti-Christ. ‘* Lovest thou mer is the supreme 
question which God in Christ is asking every 
heart and every age. The answer man gives to 
that question is his religion, his creed, his char- 
meee his destiny.

Limitations Upon the Bishop. > 


The powers of the Bishops of our church are 
largely limited by our canons, perhaps more so 
than they should be; and it ig a mistake to sup- 
pose that the mh pan | has power to send away or 
remove acanonically setthed tor of a parish. 
When a rector resigns his cure it is because he 
has received a call elsewhere which he wishes to 
accept, or because circumstances Mave arisen in 
thie parish which make him prefer to leave. It 
will be readily seen, therefore, how entirely mis- 
taken is the statement recently mate in the 
papers thatthe Bishop of Chicago has recently 
sent away one clergyman because he was too 
low.“ and that he is shortly to send away an- 
other rector because he ig too “high.” It may 
be further well stated here that the present illus- 
trious ishop of this diocese has never 


n a. partisan, or permitted bis 
personal views to interfere with 
the lawful work of any rector in his diocese. He

the doubtful issue of an ecclesiastical trial, when 


the money is so urgently n and so much bet- 
ter employed in the cause of missions and the 
spread of the gospel. An ecclesiastical trial is 
only a last resort, and much to be deplored; 
while ordinarily error, if simply met with some 
mild form of Episcopal disapproval, will die 
away, and spread less rapidly than if opportunity 
is given to raise the cry of “ persecution.” 

“High church and low church are rela- 
tive terms, and hardly any two churchmen, now- 
adays, have exactly same opinion as to what 
they mean. In fact, they mean much less now 
than in former days. The church is no longer 
divided into two great parties. The ‘great body 
of us, clergy and laity, belong to no party—we 
are simply churchmen.“ each one practicing as 
best he can what he believes to be the principles 


of the Prayer Book. 
Left “Outside the Breastworks.” 


But this abolition of parties and drawing to- 
gether in a common mass of the great body of 
churchmen has left outside the breastworks, on 
either side, a few restless extremists. The old low 
church party and old high church party have 
very largely.come together. They may, as indi- 
viduais, differ in taste about many matters of 
form and ritaal ; but in loyalty to the church, its 
threefold ministry, its Prayer Book, and uncor- 
rupted sacraments the old time “high” and 
low churchmen practically stand together. 
If. there used to be any vital distinction it was 
that a high“ churchmaa believed that the 
church is a divine institution, while a low ” 
churchman believed that it is a merely human 
society. Now all good churchmen believe that 
the church is a divine institution. A continued 
use and study of the Prayer Book has settled the 
matter. But nowadays the average person who 
uses the term high or low refers chiefly 
to matters of ritual vr external form. 

There are, however, two ideas now being ad- 
vanced and put into poser by an extreme type 
of churchmen, which are not mere matters of 
form or taste, but of vital principle. assailing the 
very fundamentals of our Anglican communion. 
One of these is the havingof what iscalled “ high 
mass Ii. e.; the communion service without 
communicants as the main laté service for every 
Sunday; and the other, that of habitually re- 
serving the elements of the sacrament and keep- 
ing them for purposes of adoration. I hold that 
these so-called high masses are violations of 
the letter and spirit of;the Prayer Book, are 
a part of the man concepti 
and superstitions, from whith we 
happily escaped at the reformation ; and I do not 
think they should be attended or encouraged by 
churchmen who claim to be obedient to the 
Prayer Book. : 

The matter of habitual resérvation of the sac- 


rament for purposes of adoration I can touch 


upon but riefly. Little gothic structures 
called ta acles have been placed upon 
some altars, and in these have been placed the 


consecrated bread and wine; a red lamp hangs in 
some churches to indicate presence of the 
consecrated elements in the tabernacle, and in 
one charch in this country I hear that the ele- 
ments are taken out and held up before the peo- 
ple while the incense is swung and the people 
fall in adoration. To guard against this very 
superstition as well as against irreverence and 
carelessness about the consecrated elements 
a specific direction is placed ig the Prayer Book 
that if any of the consecrated bread and wine re- 
main aftér communion it shall not be carried out 
of the church; but the minister and other, com- 


municants shall immediately after the blessing } 


reverently eat and drink the same.“ 

We may admit that this general rule would not 
apply to some exceptional emergency when the 
clergyman was to go in haste to some sick bed; 
but it certainly does prohibit making a regular 
habit of reserving the consecrated elements. The

The Gom mittee on Suffrage of the New 
York Constitutional convention has reported 
a provisſon requiring a residence of sixty days 
atter naturalization before anew citizen can 
be entitled to vote. There is ‘also before the 
‘convention a proposition that a selected rep- 
} resentative from the District-Attorney’s of- 
nice be detailed to look after persons who 
| present ‘themselves in a State court and apply 
for naturalization papers. 

There is much to be quid in favor of both of 
these propositions, especially the latter. At 
present in New Tork, in Chicago, and every 
‘other large city, night sessions ure held by the 
Judges just before the time when naturalizing 
begins. At these sessions thousands of aliens 
who have been raked up- by energetic Demo- 
-eratic ¢éommitteemen are presented in batches 
and rushed through the naturalization mill at 
‘the rate of one or two à minute. A day or 
two later they are marched to the registry 
| places and in a fortnight are marched to the 
polls ahd voted for Democratic candidates en 
bulk at so many cattle. 

It this first proposition were adopted it 
would carry back this disorderly and disgrace-

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TWO GREAT ARTISTS PASSED AWAY. 

Yesterday there passed away two prom- 
inent representatives in the w orld of art—the 
Countess Marie Albani Pepoli, one of the last 
if not the last of the great singers of the 
world of the days of Jenny Lind and Grisi, 
and G. P. A. Healy, the eminent portrait 
painter, whose fame is more than national. 
Alboni was the greatest of the contfaltos of 
this century. She was born in Italy in 1824 
and thus had reached her seventieth year. 
She was a protégé of: Rossini and ‘under his 
auspices made her first appearance in 1843 
in opera at Milan. She at once made a suc- 
cess and for nearly thirty years captivated the 
public of the Old and New Worlds. Her last 
appeurance was made in Paris in 1871, when 
she sang in Rossini’s Mass. In 1847 
she was ‘at Covent Garden, Londdn, while 
Jenny Lind was at the rival establishment, 
which led to a generous competition between 
the two great artists; During this memorable 
season her greatest successes were achieved in 
Lucrezia Borgia and »Semitamide.“ 
In the fifties she made a triumphal tour of 
this country. In the sixties she married 
Count Pepoli and made her home in Paris, 
though she died in Rome, In her earlier days 
she Wasa very handsome woman. but later 
she became excessively carpulent.). Grove 
says Of her singing. Her voice, a rich, deep, 
true gontralto of fully two octavestfrom G 
to G, Was as sweet as honey and perf¢ctly even 
through its range. Her style gave an idea, 
a recollection of what the great old school of 
Italian singing had been, so perfect was her 
command of her powers.“ 

The veteran portrait painter, George P. A. 
Healy, so well known in Chicago, which was 
his home for mauy years, died in this city 
yesterday morning at his residence, No. 387 
Ontario street. Mr, Healy was. born in Bos- 
tou in 1808 and wag enabled to enter upon 
the career in which he; 80 distinguished 
himself through the gen>rosity of that en- 
lightened. art patron, Mrs. Harrison Gray 
Otis. He studied abroad.and won medals at 
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the Paris Salou in 1840 and 1855, Among 


his most successful portraits were those of 
Webster, Clay, ‘Cathoun, Guyot, Seward, E. 
B. Washburne, Lord: Lyons, Louis Philippe, 
Gen. Grant, the Princess of Roumania, and 
Mrs. Huntington of this ¢ity. The greatest 
historical groups are Franklin Urging the 
Claims of . American Colonles Before Louis 
XVI.“ and “ Webster's Reply to .Hayne,” 
coutaining 130 Portraits, which is now in Fan- 
euil Hail, Boston. Tb complete list of Mr.

CERNUSCHI ON, THE RATIO, 

Henri Cernuschi, chiefly known by his 
proposition of the “fire test for money, has 
written to the London Times in regard to the 
bimetallic ratio. He holds that if an agree- 
ment be made between the money powers 
either it will be stipulated that silver is to 
be universal money and that gold is to 
be money in Europe and the United States at 
the ratio of 1544 to 1of silver, or nothing 
will be stipulated. The one reason he gives 
for this extraordinary conclusion is that 
France, England, Germany, and the United 
States could not afford to stand the loss in- 
volved in recoining their now outstanding sil- 
ver up to a bullion parity with gold, and that 
to coin gold down to a bullion equality with 
silver would be absurd, ridiculous, inadmis- 
sible.“ 

Cernuschi's claim may be true, but if so it 

is highly probable that the situation is eorrect- 
ly defined in the last four words of his state- 
ment, nothing will be stipulated.” It 
hardly is possible that leading men of the 
countries named will -ommit themselves to 
the proposition that even an international 
agreement could maintain silver at a relative 
price double that determined in the bullion 
market. It may be true that it does not pay 
to produce large quantities of silver when 
more than 30 ounces of the metal have to be 
sold for one ounce of gold, but the facts indi- 
cate that at 25 to 1 there would bea great 
production of silver, only the poorest mines 
being inoperative at that ratio. The states- 
men and financiers of both hemispheres 
know this and they understand the reason, 
which is that in the last quarter of a 
century the cost of producing silver had de- 
creased far more than the cost of gold pro- 
duction. The latter has been reduced, when 
the hour of human labor is taken as the unit 
of cost. but it would have to be reduced far 
more, or the cest of producing silver to be in- 
creased by growing scarcity of the’ white 
metal, in order to warrant. a return to the 
ratio of former years. It is easy to see that a 
free coinage agreement at an artificial parity 
far away from the commercial one which is 
determined by relative cost would enormously 
stimulate the production. of the cheaper 
metal and also furnish a strong temptation 
to some governments to take advantage of it. 
And the latter fact would have to be taken 
into account in deciding whether or not it 
would be safe to throw open the mints at such 
artificial ratio. 

Tun ‘Trreune has stated itself to be ready 
to welcome bimetallic free coinage at any 
ratio that may be decided on by international 
agreement among the great money powers. 
But it is compelled to doubt the possibility of 
such an agreement bemg arrived at on the 
basis of 1544 to 1, or any other near to that 
ratio, and it inclines to the opinion that the 
parties to the compact would be justified in 
doubting the stability of an agreement on 
such a basis, It would be far better to 
recognize the fuli force of the facts which 
have caused a great change in the ratio

THE LINCOLN MONUMENT, 

A movement was begun two years ago with 
the purpose of turning over the care of the 
Lincoln monument at Springfield to the 
State. Since that time the movement has 
been cordially indorsed by members of the 
Lincoln Monument Association, the Illinois 
delegation in both houses of Congress, the 
Vice-President of the United States, and 
large numbers of the most prominent soci- 
eties and individuals in the State. Notwith- 
standing favorable expression on all sides the 
movement has not materialized, apparently 
because the monument association, now in 
charge of the structure, has not stated its po- 
sition officially, though it is well known that 
at least a majority of its members favor the 
proposition. In the face of this the President 
of the association recently said: The asso- 
ciation asa body may not favor turning the 
monument over to the State. 
to retain its custody and care for it hereafter 
as heretofore.”’ 

The association cannot afford to maintain 
this position in the face of the desire of the 
overwhelming majority of the people to have 
the State assume the care of the monument. 
The people are not satisfied with the manner 
in which the association has discharged its 
sacred trust. It is well known that the mon- 
ument has been neglected and that in the 
absence of any fund with which to keep it in 
repair itis nowin adilapidated condition 
and yearly growing worse. Itis well known 
also that the people are ‘displeased that an 
admittance fee should be charged, thus turn- 
ing the structure into a show worked for gate 
money in order to pay the salary of a custo- 
dian. The Lincoln monument as it stands is 
the work of the whole people. It was built4 
with the contributions of loyal people, who 
revere the ‘memory of Lincoln, It should 
therefore be the duty of the whole people 
through the Legislature to care for it and it 
should not be left to the care of any person 
or particular organization of persons. What- 
ever has been done on the monument grounds 
has been the work of individuals, whose“ 
money and enthusiasm are naturally exhaust- 
ed now that the work is finished. A great 
deal of money has been raised and expended. 
Many who contributed to the work are now 
dead, and the larger part of Lincoln's 
friends and contemporaries are gone. 
A new genération has come upon the scene, 
The deeds and fame and memory of Abraham 
Lincoln, however, belong to the whole State, 
and Illinois has the ability and the patriotism 
to cherish and preserve them. As the Lincoin 
monument is the visible symbol of that de- 
votion to his memory, the State also hag the 
ability and patriotism to care for it. Those 
who are opposed toa State appropriation of 
money for this purpose are of that class whose 
opposition is not worth taking into account, 
They are either worn out, venomous old cop- 
perheads, unpatriotic sons of the State, or 
miserable Anarchists who have no reverence 
for anything, no respect for law, and no 
knowledge of what patriotism means.. The 
great bulk of the people would be glad to 
have the Legislature make an appropriation 
for preserving the monument, and to have the 
State assume entire care of the tomb and its 
memorial, It is not only proper that the 
State should take this responsibility, but it is 
ts sacred duty. Lincoln was eminently a 
man of the people and beloved by the people, 
and especially by the plain peopie, of whom. 
he always acknowledged himself as one. Let

over its charge to the State and let the State 
accept it gladly and generously. 


A SCIENTIFIC MARE’S NEST. 

According toa San Francisco paper a resi- 
dent of that city has declared himself the dis- 
coverer of the true cause of gravity and c'dims 
to prove that Newton's theory of centripetal 
force is as complete a delusion as was the 
Ptolemaic theory of the celestial motions. 
According to this new law it is asserted 
that any weight whatever receiving à hori- 


zontal velocity of 1,036 feet per second near . 


the surface of the earth never would fall to 
the ground. Also that if a disk of any weight 


be rotated’ free in a horizontal plane with re- 
sultant velocity equal to 1,036 feet per sec-~ 
ond the disk would lose all its weight, so that 


the construction of flymg machines is oly a 
question of engineering skill and capital. 


It is unfortunate for this alleged discoverer® 


that practical gunnery proves the velocity 
needed to overcomé the force of terrestrial 
attraction is but u trifle less than five miles, 
instead of one-fifth of a mile. And this agrees 
with calculation from theory, which is that a 
tangent to the earth’s surface is a little more 
than sixteen feet above at a distance of five 
miles from the touching point, and sixteen 
feet and one inch is the distance through 
which a body near the surface falls in the 
first second of time. Hence if a velocity of 
five miles per second could be communicated 


to a projectile and keptsup in spite of resist- 


ance by the air, the body would move on for- 
ever without falling to the ground. 

If all this reasoning be wrong, if the men 
who have pointed cannon in the army and 
navy fot many years past, and. these who 
have shot with rifles at marks, have missed 
uniformly because they aimed too high, the 
fact should be known. And it can be ascer- 
tained by experiment, though a short range 
would not be satisfactory. The departure of 
the tangent from the curve of the earth’s 
eurface is only two inches for the first half 
mile, eight inches for the flrst mile, thirty- 
two inches for two miles, etc., the deviation 
increasing as the square of the horizontal dis- 
tance. Possibly it is for the reason that the 
gentleman made his experiments within the 
limited range of less than a quarter of a mile 
that he has arrived at the conclusion stated. 
If so he has only to look a little farther in 
order that hie theory shall fare worse, being 
proven to be false. 

Credit is sought to be gained for the the- 
ory ’’ by the statement that for months past 
it has been in tye hands of the President of 
the Royal Society of Great Britain. It is 
likely to stay there, unless it gets into the 
waste basket, and thence to the oblivion of 
the paper mill, Lord Kelvin is not the man 
to make the mistake of supposing the curva- 
ture of a circle to vary as the length of the 
small circular segment instead of varying 
as the square of that segment, and this ap- 
pears to have been the blunder committed by 
the man in San Francisco, who thinks he has 
upset Sir Isaac Newton and all the rest who 
have built on the foundation laid by that il- 
lustrious investigator a little more than two 
centuries ago. 
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DISCRIMINATING LICENSE TAXES ON 
COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS ILLEGAL. 
Some years ago a Chicagoan by the name 

of Brennan, the agent of a picture frame man- 

ufacturer in this city, was fined $25 at Titus- 
ville, Pa., because he had solicited orders in 
that place without having taken out the licease 
which the State law required should be taken 
out by all agents representing manufacturers 
carrying on business in other States. The 
Chicago firm thought it had some rights 


under the Constitution of the United States 


which were entitled to respect and it decided 
to test this unfriendly Pennsylvania legisla- 
tion. 

Consequently this case was appealed from 
the Recorder’s Court of Titusville to the 
Court of Common Pleas and the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania. Each.of these upheld 
the State law. A final appeal was taken to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
which has given an elaborate opinion to the 
effect that the law in question is unconstitu- 
tional and void. The Chicago firm which 
fought this case toa finish, or any firm in 
any other State, can solicit orders in Pennsyl- 
vania without fear of interterence.« 

The court holds that any person who is en- 
gaged in the manufacture! of goods; which are 
legitimate subjects of commerce hasa right 


to send his agent into another State for the 


purpose of getting customers for the products 
of his factory and that he cannot be com- 
pelled by the latter State to pay it a tax for 
the privilege of doing so. The court holds 
any regulation of the manner of selling sub- 
jects of commerce, such as attempting to pre- 
scribe whether they shall be sold by sample or 
otherwise, or whether the samples shall be 
shown, is a regulation of commerce. Being 


auch it is beyond the jurisdiction of a State. 


The court says that no State can levy a tax 
on inter-State commerce in any form. It 


can impose no burden on inter-State com- 


merce, But a license tax, like the Pennsyl- 
vania one, is such a burden and is therefore 
unconstitutional. The State cannot even ap- 
peal to the police power and say that the tax 
in question is not imposed for the purpose of 
raising revenue, but for the protection of the 
health of its citizens or for their general wel- 
fare. It must do nothing which treaches on 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the General Gov: 
ernment over inter-State commerce, 
This decision disposes of the Pennsylvania’ 
law, and it ought also to impress on other 
States the folly of trymg todo what Pennsy!l- 
vania has done. There have been numerous 
cases in the past wuere States have sought to 


help their own merchants or manufacturers 


by passing laws imposing licenses on out- 
siders from which they were exempt. Such 
legislation has on various occasions been set 
aside by the Supreme Court on the ground 
that it was an unfriendly discrimination 
against the citizens of other States. The 
Pennsylvania law has been swept out of ex- 
istence on the ground of its interference with 
the supreme powers over commerce of the 
General Government, There may be some 
States which have on their statute books Jaws 
similar to those of Pennsylvania. If so they 
should hasten to repeal them and not put the 
Supreme Court to the trouble of declaring 
them unconstitutiofial. 
HOW SENATOR PERKINS VOTED. 

When the final vote was taken in the Sen- 
ate on the adoption of the trust sugar schedule 
the Associated Press dispatches stated that 
Senator Perkins of California was present, 
but did not vote. For this action on his part 
Tun Tams criticised him and said an ex- 
planation of his conduct was due his constitu. 
ents. It appears that the Senator was put in a 
false light by the failure of the reporter to 
give his reason for not voting oh that particu- 
lar oceasion. He had been anxious to have a 
division of the vote on the scheaule so that he 
could vote against the 40 per cent ad valorem 
cuty but for the proviso declaring that the 
reciprocity treaty with Hawaii should remain 
in full force. The Republicans misunder- 
stood his intentions and prevented the di vis- 
ion he wanted. Therefore he did not rote at 
all. The result would not have been changed 
had he been recorded against the schedule. 
Had his vote been needed to defeat the 
schedule it would have been given.

NATIONALIZATION OF COAL LANDS. 
The combination bet geen mine-owners and 


the officers of the Miners’ Union, which pro- 


duced the strike that has led to so much law- 
lessness, has cost coal consumers much 
money, and has put them to great inconven- 


rience, is having its effect om the party plat- 


forms of the cranks. A few weeks ago Sena- 
tor Peffer offered a resolution calling for in- 
formation as to whether there was any con- 
stitutional way in which the United States 
could beconie the owner of all the coal lands 
in the country. The Populists of South 
Dakota have caught at this idea and in their 
platform adopted Friday they demand that 
‘the United States should by the right of 
eminent domain take possession of all coal 
lands within its boundaries, paying the true 
value for such lands as the pretended owners 
may have acquired, and that the mines shall 
be operated by the government in the interests 
of the people. 

This demand will catch the fancy of the 


Populists in other States and will be incor- 


porated in their platforms. The platform 
writers of the cranks are hunting always for 
something new. They) experiment with one 
fool notion, for a time, find that it does not 
catch as many votes as they expected, and 
then try another, They will be pleased with 
this project to nationalize the coal mines, 
because they think it will attract the miners, 
who would get shorter hours and higher wages 
if the government were the paymaster. They 
think it will catch the consumers when they 
are told that coal. is dear because of the ex- 
cessive profits of the mine-owners. and that 
those profits will cease when the people them- 
selves own the mines. 

The South Dakota Populists have no objec- 
tion. te paying the mine-owners the true 
value of their coal lands, because the intea- 
tion is that they shall be compensated in fiat 
scrip, which will cost only the paper and 
printing bills. All that the recipients will be 
able to do with this stuff will be to pay what- 
ever debts they owe. That they will do. with 
great promptness, They all have debts, large 
and small, and in this way a quantity of this 
fiat will pass into the hands of other people 
who will use it for paying their debts. And 
thus there will be a gradual wiping out or con- 
fiscation of credits. 

The fact that there is no other practicable 
way of paying for the coal lands if the gov- 
ernment should acquire them will make the 
Populists West and South all the more enthu- 
siastic in favor of this new demand, which 
will be reiterated for a time till the coal strike 
drops out of mind, when it may be thrown 
into the 6 by other crank de- 
mands.“ 5

Twenty-five ousand Gather in the Prater 
and Declare for Universal Suffrage. 

Vienna, June 24.—An immense meeting of 
Socialists was held in the Prater today, 25,- 
000 being present. The object of the meet- 
ing wag to declare in» favor of, universal suf- 
frage, for which the Austrian workingmen 
have been agitating fora long time. The 
speakers urged that the agitation be contin- 
ued until the demand was conceded.

OPENING OF THE NATIONAL SANGER- 
’ FEST IN NEW YORK. 


An Audience of 12,000 People Crewe | 


Madison Square Garden to Hear the 
500 Mingled Voices=Prize Singing Con- 
test in the Afternoon=Judges to An- 
nounce Awards Thursday, and in the 
Meantime Do Not Know Kach Other 
Work of the Various Societies. 


New Yorx, June 24.—[Special.J]—Like a 


multitude with one grand, deep voice, the 
sons and grandsons of the Faderland grouped 
in Madison Square Garden this evening, sang 
the folk songs that they love so well—sang 
them, too, to an audience that was greater, 
probably, than any that ever crowded into 
that garden of magnificent spaces. It was 
only five minutes past the hour set for the 
opening of the Seventeenth National Sanger- 
fest—8 :30 o’clock—when the order went out 
to stop selling admission tickets. A fine sight 
it was, that garden, that maelstrom of music- 
mad men and women. More touching than 
grand opera it proved to bein the simplicity 
of the program and in the motives of the men. 
who sing without money and without price. 

It took a score of policemen standing at the 
Madison avenue entrance to force a passage- 
way for ticket-holders. Once up the long in- 
cline that leads to the garden the crowd was 
found to be standing there, twenty deep, 
wherever there was standing room. Opposite 
the entrance at the extreme end rose the seats 
for the singers. Ugly shaped and abrupt the 
immense platform is when seen without its 
complement of human beings, but impressive 
enough when the banks of broad shoulders 
and shining faces round it into sha peliness. 
Nearly 5,000 men were tonight in that en- 
thusiastic body that breathed and sang like 
one man at the nod of the ascetic-fuced man 
who led them. : f 

Over the mingled black and white surface 
presented by the broad-chested singers, and 
before the ruddy moons into which their 
faces, seen across the building, resolved them- 


selves, flickered the shadow of the constantly 


waving fans. That was while the vast audi- 
ence of nearly 12,000 men and women were 
te and seating themselves to enjoy the 
reat, 

Above and at the sides shone the huge sun- 
bursts of yellow light. From the dome to the 
farthest limits of the hall long ropes of 
flashing jets outlined the bold arches 
of the roof. Round the immense: 
auditorium ran the flags and banners 
that made a gay-if not a strictly beautiful 
scheme of decoration. There were great 
ropes of green, too, on the edges of the top 
gallery, where music-loving lads in short 
waists leaned over in picturesque abandon. 


“There was laurel on the boxes, festoons of 


Shohola Glen laurel and huge pink roses that 
were none the less pink because they were pa- 
per. At each side of the two huge lyres of 
immortelles stood a pompous guard, all un- 
abashed, apparently, at the natural beauty of 
the three flaming masses of roses that blushed 
between them. : 


Prize Singing Contests. 


The prize singing contest in the afternoon 
was more than ordinarily interesting from 
the fact that the societies of each class were 
compelled to sing one number only. Here- 
tofore it has been the custom for each society 
to sing its favorite selection, but this time it 
was decided to make comparisons strictly on 
the singing and give no chance for an effective 
composition to sway the minds 
the judges, The names of the j 
have been kept secret not only 
from the public and the singers but from each 
other. These men will not know each other. 
They will not come together until this even- 
ing and the results of their judgment will not 
be known till the picnic takes place Thursday. 
Some surprise was expressed that shading and 
phrasing were to be marked as onething. As 
a matter of fact they are wholly distinct, one 
being a matter of taste and judgment and the 
other of technics. When the juages meet they 
will add up their figures and strike an aver- 
age. In this manner the prizes will be 
awarded. 7 

The singmg today was confined to tht first 
and third classes. The second class and the 
town federations will contest tomorrow after- 
noon. The first class societies are those of 
the largest membership and the composition 
selected for them was J. B. Zerlitt’s Das 
Grab Am Rusento,”’ founded on the story that 
Alaric the Goth was buried under the bed of 
the Tiber, the river having been deflected 
from its course while his grave was dug. The 
contestants announced by Ernst Urch, Chair- 
man of the music committee, were the Or- 

heus, Buffalo; Harmonie, Baltimore; Junger 

Annerchor, Philadelphia; Quartet club, 
Philadelphia; Arion, Brooklyn; and Zollner 
Männerchor, Brooklyn. All these societies 
did good work. It would be a hazardous 
thing to predict the verdict of the judges, but. 
a vote of the audience would probaly have 
awarded the three prizes to the Junger Män- 
nerchor of Philadelphia, the Arion of Brook- 
lyn, and the Orpheus of Buffalo, in the order 
The singing of the Junger Männer- 
chor was distinguished by generally correct 
intonation, remarkably beautiful phrasing, 
excellent precision, good enunciati@n, and. 
delightful shading. Added to these qualities 
were a superb quality of tone anda fine 
masculinity of style. The audience cheered 
these excellent singers to the echo. 


Work of the Arion of Brooklyn. 
The Arion of Brooklyn sang well, too, but 


that characterized the delivery of the Phila- 
deiphians. The quality of tone of the basses 
was especially noticeable. The Orpheus of 
Buffalo sang with excellent spirit, but unfort- 
unately the intonation was not always accu- 
rate. The phrasing was. good, though there 
was room for improvement, and the enuncia- 
tion was commendable. The organiza- 
tion is weak in first tenors. The 
Harmonic of Baltimore 
from bemg numerically smaller 
the others, and therefore unable to produce 
so much tone. Its phrasing was generally 
good, except in fortissimo passages, where 
forcing spoiled it. The Philadelphia Quartet 
club lacked excellence of tone quality, and 
its phrasing was not nearly so g as that 
of the other Philadelphiaclub. The Zollner 
Männerchor of Brooklyn had a good deal 
to contend with. In the first place the con- 
ductor, Johannes Werschinger, took the tempo 
too fast for andante, and indulged in some 
exaggerated rubato.

Panis, June 25.—The first news of the at- 
tempt upon the life of President Carnot was

with many expressions 
of doubt, but later 
when dispatches began 
to pour in describing 
in detail the act of the 
assassin doubt could 
no longer prevail. 
Then came the brief 


dispatch announcings 


that M. Carnot was 

dead. To describe the 

varied emotions that 

filled the minds of the 

Parisians would be im- 

Fg yet nw possible. In many in- 
ances officials who were seen by the repre- 
sentatives of the Associated Press were too 
much overcome by the suddenness of 
the disaster to express any opinion as to the 
results that would follow the act of the assassin. 
Others, who, expressing the deepest regret at 
the death of the Presiderit, were charry of 
giving any publicity to their political opin - 


ions. But among the great class outside of 


the officials nothing but deep sorrow and in 
dignation at the cowardly blow that had de- 
prived France of her Executive were ex- 
pressed. 

In the cafés and everywhere men congre- 
gated speculation was rife as to thé motive 
had prompted the crime. Many persons 
jumped to the conclusion that the ma- 
tion was the act of an Anarchist, but as a 
matter of fact nothing whatever is positively 
known as yét as to the cause t led to the 
taking of the President's life. 
Many persons believe that the crime was 
the work of an irresponsible crank,“ w 
enmity against France and her President was 
kindled by the Aigues Mortes riots, when 
many Italians were killed, and who determined 
to wreak vengeance for the wrongs done his 
countrymen. Whatever the motive for the 
crime the act has plunged the whole of France 
into the deepest mourning. 


EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON SHOCKED. 


Says the Spirit of Anarchy Is Responsible 
for the Assassination. : 

Inpranapouis, Ind., June 24.—|Special.]— 
Not since the shooting of President Garfield 
has any event so shocked ex-President Harri- 
son as did the news of the fatal assault on 
President Carnot, which he learned last night 
or. his arrival hame from church in this city. 


Gen. Harrison appeared almost stunned for 


an instant, but quickly recovered ‘his equa- 
nimity and expressed his deep sorrow which 
he said went out to Republican France at 
this time. He could think of nothing better 
to say than that it is the spirit of 
anarchy which has caused an assassin 
to raise his hand against the French 
President.” He continued: “I believe the 
immediate motive must be revenge for the re- 
cent executions of Anarchists at Paris. I pre- 
sume there could have been no pretense of a 


grievance against President Carnot person- 


ally. It must be simply an attempt on his 
life because he was ‘a public official who was 


the chief head of the State and the representa- | 


tive of political and social order in the illus- 


trious French republic. The event is one. 
against which in the nature of republics pub- . 


lic men cannot be guarded against unless 
they make prisoners of themselves, Every 
individual should be so subject to law that 
public men ought not to be subject to such 
attacks. : 

But the act, dreadful as it is, cannot, I 
believe, affect the stability of the French re- 
It has seemed to me to be firmly 
grounded on the principles of self-govern- 
ment, law, and order, and to be becommg 
more so very rapidly of late years. “The mon- 
archical feeling, I have thought, was dying 
out, and I cannot believe there will be any 
movement to cause a reyolytion in favor of 
monarchy. I have full faith in the ability of the 
French to deal successfully with the succession 
in the orderly and constitutional way.

The first play by an American woman was 
produced in Boston in 1790. It was called 
** The Sack of Rome,” ‘and its author was 
‘Mrs. Warren, the wife of Gen. James Warren 
of the Revolutionary army, wliose bravery at 
the battle of Bunker Hill, while he was only 
a private, is well known to schoolboy students 
of American history. Records of the stage 
do not show whether Mrs. Warren’s dramatic 
effort was a success ora failure, but certain 
it is that she wrote another play, called The 
Ladies of Castile.“ Another pioneer woman 
dramatist who belonged to the same period was 
a Mrs. Rowson, an actress, who lived in Phil- 
adeiphia, where in 1795 she had produced 
her first drama, which was entitled The 
Female Patriot.” The next season she was 
engaged as leading actress of the Boston 
Theater, then in the third year of its existence, 
and there brought out an original comedy 
called Americans in England. She was

Deficit in the Chinese Treasury Long Be- 
fore the Christian Era Leads 
Adoption of a Substitute for Cola 
Salutary Methods of Making Legal Ten- 


Notes in Europe=They Preve a Boon 


revolutionized the Western ‘World the sons 
the Celestial Empire may claim the priority 
in the invention of paper currency. Accord- 
ing to reliable authorities it. happened in the 
year 110 B. ©. that the first deficit occurred 
in the State Treasury of the Chinese 
Empire. This caused great embarrassment 
among the pig-tailed officials until some 
inventive genius proposed to the government 
the use of square pieces of deerskin, embel- 
lished. with Srnaments and writing, which 
were to be issued as government debt certifi- 
cates. These leather notes of the size of a 
square foot were readily taken by the nobles 
of the country, who in turn gold them to 
others, and in this way the first step was taken 
| which led to the establishment of paper cur- 
rency in the most modern and civilized coun- 
tries of the West. 

The evolution fromthe crude leather notes 
of the ante-Christian era to the artistic bank 
notes of our time was a gradual one, und real 
paper money was first issued as late as the 
year 1000 A. D. A Chinese Treasury official 
had the happy idea to substitute the heavy 


| metal currency by printed paper slips, which 


were called tchitsi.“ These were printed 
in large numbers and may be regarded 
as the first paper currency. Later 
new notes, called kiao-tsu were is- 
sued, which had limited time of 
circulation of three years, after which they 
were redeemed by the government and de- 
stroyed. The people in general did not take 
kindly tothis paper money and many refused 
taexchange their good metal for the sus- 
picidus paper slips. Then the government 
simply printed the following. legend on the 
face of its notes: It is ordered that paper 
money with the imperial seal is to be taken 
as legal tender, the same as Soper: Whoso- 
ever refuses to obey will be beheaded.”’ This 
was plain and had the desired effect, as no- 
body valued his copper as highly as his head. 
Thus paper currency came into general circu- 
aon and China has the honor of its inven- 
tion. ? 
Beginning of Counterfeiting. 
During the circulation time of the kiao- 
tsu naturally many of the notes were de- 
stroyed by accident or lost by the careless- 
ness of the holders, resulting thus in Jarge 
profits to the government.

Russia at one time also issued 
leather rubles, but all this money served only 
as a temporary substitute for the lacking 
metal currency during times of war. 

The first. real paper money in Europe was 
issued in Sweden. The financier John Palm- 
struck received in 1656 A. D. from the Swed- 
ish Government the permission to issue 
bank notes and five years later the Bank or 
Stockholm gave out its first transpdrtslips,”’ 
which were printed on strong cardboard, as 
the government had no confidence in the 
thinner paper. This cardboard money had 
the advantage of bemg more durable than 
thin paper money, but its cumbersomeness 
did not make it much preferable to the metal 
currency. The transportslips“ were print- 


numbers were written by hand. 

The example of Sweden was followed in 
1694 by the Bank of England, in 1695 by 
Norway, 1713 by Denmark, 1718 by France, 
in which country the Scotchinan, John Law, 
established a State bank and created the first 
great panic by an overissue of bank notes. Rus- 
sia, Austria, and Saxony soon followed. Prussia 
issued its first paper currency in 1805, under 
Baton von Stein. 

France's Troubles with Paper Money. 


Among all European countries France had 
the worst.experiences with paper money. 
John Law had already by his manipulations 
brought it into discredit, but the Revolution- 
ary Government capped the climax of abuse. 
The landed possessions of the aristocracy 
were to be confiscated and sold, but since the 
sales progressed slowly and the Republican 
convent needed money it was decided to issue 
State bonds, so-called“ asgignats,”’ to the value 
of the estates to be sold. Thus the confiscated 
lands were to be the security forthe assignats 
.Gssued. A revolution swallows immense sums 


of money, and the government was soon com- 


pelled to issue more and more of the assig- 
nats until the amount of these issued ex- 
ceeded by far the value of the confiscated 
property. Whenever money was lacking, as- 
signats . were printed, and since they 
were easily counterfeited the government 
soon had many helpers in the paper 
money fabrication. The Englishmen 
were especially industrious in this 
line and the combined efforts of the govern- 
ment and counterteiters soon brought the 
total of circulating assignats to the incredi- 
ble sum of 250,000,000,000 francs, Then 
came the unavoidable reaction. France was 
flooded with worthless paper money; the gov- 
ernment was ufüble to redeem the assignats. 
While the latter were rapidly losing their val- 
ue, the prices of all kinds of goods 
were increas#ag; in proportion, and it did 
not take long before the assignats were en- 
tirely worthless. Nobody was willing to take 
them and the consequence was that thousands 
of families were 


paper currency and Goethe must have borne 
this event in mind when he wrote his satire 
on paper money, in which he ascribes its in- 
vention to the devil. ) 

Not quite as badly as the French, but badly 
enough fared the Austrians. The Napoleonic 
wars had thrown the empire deeply in debt 
and the tempting paper money was resorted 
to by the Austrian Government in its attempt 
to get out of its financial troubles. The manu- 
facture of the flimsy currency assumed gi- 
gantic proportions and consequently in 1811 
the value of the paper notes had decreased 
to such an extent that 1,800 guldens 
in paper money was paid for 100 guldens 
in silver. The amount of, paper currency in 
circulation in 1811 was 1,Q80,000.000 
guldens, and since the government saw the im- 
possibility of ever redeeming its notes at par 
it resorted to a compulsory adjustment with 
its creditors. The Treasury printed so-called 
“redemption notes,” with which the old 
paper currency was redeemed on ‘a basis of 
paying one gulden in redemption notes for 
five guidens of old paper currency. The 
holders of the latter lost, therefore, four-fifths 
of their possessions. 


An Incentive to Counterfeiting. 


Paper money offers more temptations for 
the counterfeiter than metal currency, for the 
réason that the material of which it consists 
is of lesser value and thata good forgery of 
notes of high denomination results in large 
profits. killful forgers are not afraid to 
attempt the falsificanon of the most artistic 
bank note, and their cunning art makes it 
often difficult, even for experts, to distinguish 
the genuine notes from the counterfeits. Ex-

paper money have been manufactured and are 
n there yet. The country 
which suffers most from counterfeiters is 
Russia, where, according to good authori- 
ties, nearly as many falsificates as genuine 
bank notes are in circulation. Should this 
statement even appear exaggerated, it is 
nevertheless certain that colossal amounts of 


bogus Russian paper rubles are circulating in 


the country of the Czar. The London for- 
gers are not satisfied with smali business. 
They turn out hundreds of thousands of 
counterfeits every year. Only a short time 
ago a consignment of prayer books was con- 
fiscated which contained, neatly packed be- 
tween the leaves, 80,000 counterfeit notes of 
denominations ranging from 5 to 50 rubles. 
These counterfeits are, asa rule, cleverly ex- 
ecuted and are not easily detected. The more 
efforts the government institutions make to 
protect themselves against the counterfeiters 
the harder the latter try their cunning, and 
when the treasury officials believe to have in- 
some new process which they expect 
to prove a stumbling-block to the forgers 
they are soon awakened from their dream. 


French Chemist’s Ingenuity. 


That nothing is impossible for the ingenui- 
ty of counterfeiters was proved to the Bank 
of Fyance by a chemist only a short time ago. 
A of counterfeiters had forged the 500 
franc notes of the bank with such successs 
and in such amounts that the latter was com- 
pelled to withdraw that denomination from 
circulation and issue new notes instead. Since 
photography had served the forgers largely 
in their criminal operations the efforts of the 
bank were directed towards the printing of the 
new notes with colors which would defy. the aid 
of the camera in the attempt of reproduction, 
The bank thought to achieve this object by a 
pink overprint on a blue foundation which re- 
sulted in a violet shimmer. Thus the officials 
thought to be secure against further imita- 
tion’, and in fact nothing was heard for a 
time of any attempt to forge the new notes. 
But one day a Parisian chemist named 
Schlumberger told the directors of the bank 


| that it would be an easy thing to counterfeit 


their new notes and offered to prove his asser- 
tion. At the same time he offered to sell 
to them a new process, invented by 
him, which was to make. counterfeiting 
impossible. The directors accepted neither of 
Schlumberger’s offers and warned him 
against imitating the new notes. Neverthe- 
less he manufactured a deceivingly executed 
imitation and separate proofs of the blue and 
pink plates. To avoid abuse of these certifi- 
cates he printed them on thick paper and 
changed the main line 500 francs” to 
„500 liards. These copies appeared as a 
supplement to Le Moniteur Industriel, and 
the French people had the peculiar surprise 
to see a perfect imitation of the new so- 
called counterfeit proof notes 30,000 copies, 
hortly after they were issued, 

Schlumberger had the laugh on the bank, 
but his joke cost him a fine of 500 francs, 
while the editor of the Moniteur got off with 
100 francs. | 

Great care and expense are exercised in the 
preparation of the Bank of England notes, 
which are said to cost 5d to Gd each for man- 
ufacture. The paper is specially made from 
pure linen rags, each sheet sufficing for two 
notes. The watermark on the paper is spe- 
cially designed. Attempts at forgeries in 
this direction have always been made by hot- 

ressing, and apart from the peculiar crisp 
feel of the paper a ready test is to dampen the 
note, when the watermark so made on a 
forged note will at once disappear. The ink 
is ‘indelible, the design plain and difficult te 
trace. 4 
Threads the Best Prevéntive. 

In Germany and the United States the ma- 
terial for the paper currency is manufactured 
under strict supervision of the governments 
and silk threads are imbedded in the paper 
as a preventive measure against forgery. 
This method seems to be the most effective 
in baffling the ingenuity of the counterfeiters, 
as it necessitates the establishment of a spe- 
cial paper factory to successfully imitate the 
notes printed on such paper. In spite of all 


this good falsificates have made their ap- 


pearance from time to time, and no matter 
what efforts the governments may make the
